KOmlr’s Return 

One of the horses that William and 
Nancy Rockhill brought with them 
when they emigrated from Maryland 
to Indiana and from there to Illinois 
waa Emir, a beautiful chestnut three 
year-old. His dam, a favorite horse 
of Nancy’s grandfather, Colonel 
Wylie, of Oak Crest, Maryland, had 
died when he wa9only a few old, and 
the colonel had given him to Nancy 
as a mark of special favor. She 
herself cared for the little orphan 
colt and he remained faithful to her 
as long as he lived. 

Emir had a strain of Arab blood; 
he was a descendant of Ayesha, a 
thoroughbred mare with a track re¬ 
cord, that Colonel Wylie owned in 
the gay, horse-racing days that pre¬ 
ceded the Revolutionary War. His 
handsome head, arched neck and 
Well-formed legs gave dignity and 
grace even to the labors to which 
the Rockhills were compelled to put 
him. Admirers of the horse made 
* ar ge offers for him, but he became 
80 much a part of the family that 
the Rockhills, although they would 
have been able to use the money to 
good advantage, could not bring 
themselves to part with him. 

In those early days horse thieves 

f >lied their trade with great impunity 
n the Middle West. That Emir ca¬ 
pped them so long was probably 
°wing to the fact that the Rockhills 
settled on land in Illinois that was 
f*r from other settlers and that 
strangers seldom frequented The 
prlucipal events of the year were the 
two trips that they made, one in the 
spring and the other on the autumn, 
to the nearest mill and trading post, 
st Attica, on the Wabash River, In¬ 
diana. There they bartered their 
Produce for household and farm ne¬ 
cessaries and had their grain ground 
for heir flour supply of the next six 
Months.

The 
truth is that the lion is nearly ex¬ 
tinct there. 

How, then, does it happen that 
India can send out lions? Simply 
because India now imports them 
from Africa, and these two fine crea¬ 
tures now imported are the offspring 
of African pareuts, born in a rajah’s 
menagerie. 

It has never been explained why 
the lion should vanish from Asia 
generally, and from India parti¬ 
cularly while the tiger flourishes 
throughout the areas of the con¬ 
tinent. Hunting by men is an 
obvious reason of the lion’s dis¬ 
comfiture, but the tiger is hunted 
with ardor every year, and yet 
defies all efforts to keep down Its 
numbers. Tigers and leopards teem 
in this ancient haunt of wild life 
from where the monarch of the cats 
has disappeared. 

There are more things in the nat¬ 
ural history of the great cats than 
we yet know. Lions, tigers, and 
leopards thrive side by side in some 
parts of Asia, yet Africa has never 
had a native tiger We say that in 
Africa the leopard "takes the btace 
of the tiger," as the jaguar and 
puma take the place of Hon, tiger, 
and leopard in America; but all three 
are found together in one continent. 
Why not on another, then ? Are we 
to suppose that tigers developed later 
thau lions and leopards, and that 
lions leopards reached Africa from 
Asia before tigers had taken their 
place in the scheme of life ? 

Be that as it may, the tiger is su¬ 
preme in India, while the lion is uo 
longer there except for a few rare 
creatures. — Mt. Airy World.

Kapok, Newest Rival of Wool. 

Kapok, the strange name cf a ma¬ 
terial out of which they are now mak¬ 
ing mattresses, life belts, pillows, lin¬ 
ings for clothes, even underwear, is 
a sort of silky down similar to cotton, 
but {assessing many advantages over 
this and even being a close rival to 
wool. It is the lining of the seed 
pods of certain species of trees, com¬ 
monly called silk-cotton trees, 
which grow in Java, the Philippines, 
the Antilles, Brazil, India, and in 
fact almost everywhere in the tro¬ 
pics. 

Cotton is produced by seeds of 
the cotton plant; kapok is a product 
of the interor walls of the pods. It 
is a matted mass of soft fine hairs, 
each of which is from one third of an 
inch to an inch long and from less 
than a thousandth to about a five- 
hundreth of an inch thick. 

A cubic yard of kapok, packed 
tight, weighs only twenty pounds. 
The property that makes it so valu¬ 
able is its extraordinary resistance to 
heat. It is one of the best noncon¬ 
ductors known, aud'is said to be 
41 warmer" than wool and six times 
lighter. 

An overcoat made of kapok is very 
light and yet prevents the cold from 
penetrating or the heat of the body 
escaping. This is due to the fact 
that there is not only a great mass of 
air among the fibres, but also much 
air inside them. This is what makes 
it such au ideal substance for life- 
preserviug mats and belts, as in 
fresh water kapok can support one 
hundred and seventy-five times its 
own weight. A man wearing a 
kapok waistcoat would float like a 
cork. 

It is claimed that no amount of 
soaking wjll spoil it, for it cannot 
decay, its hairs containing no proto¬ 
plasm, and being nothing but fine 
shells of cellulose, which will nourish 
no microbes aud furnish no lodging 
place for vermin — Ex.

XU© Far Farmsof Alaska 

There are perhaps ten or twelve 
fox farms in Alaska, says Mr Frank 
O. Carpenter. One of them, situat¬ 
ed in the Tanana Valley* a mile and 
a half from Fairbanks, consists of 
ten acres of cleared land, the greater 
part of which is covered with pens in 
which the animals live. From a 
distance the fox farm looks like a 
huge chicken yard with walls of 
woven wire and hencoops of various 
size inside. Each pen is fifty feet 
long, eight feet wide and abojit ten 
feet high. 

The wire is of tongh steel and is 
sunk about four feet in the ground, 
and is then bent so that it runs in¬ 
ward under the ground for about two 
feet to prevent the foxes from dig¬ 
ging out. At the top the wire has 
an overhang of two feet to prevent 
the captives from climbing over. 
Each pen has a kennel made of 
boards like a dog kennel, the en¬ 
trance to which is a chute or a 
wooden pipe a foot square. 

Ooly one pair of foxes live in 
each pen. They are very timid and 
have to be handed carefnlly; most 
of the fox farmers will not allow 
strangers to enter their property for 
fear they will frighten the ani¬ 
mals. Some foxes, however, become 
so tame that strangers can handle 
them. The fox babies are the size of 
kittens, and have long, bushy tails, 
little, sharp noses, and eyes that 
spark le like jet. One litter of foxes 
was being mothered by a cat. 

There were three of the babies, 
each of which, when grown, will 
be worth from five hondred dollars 
to one thousand dollars. Their 
mother was so nervons that the 
farmer feared she might kill her 
yonng; and so be bad taken them 
away from her and g ven them to 
the cat in place of her kittens. The 
cat had adopted them and was 
playing with them as if they were 
really her own. 

For each emergencies it is neces¬ 
sary to have cats ahont a fox farm. 
Because he wonld not pay a high 
price for a cat, one man in eastern 
Canada lost five little foxes that 
might have been worth a small for¬ 
tune. The fox mother had died, 
and the owner of the only cat in the 
vicinity refused to sell her for less 
than five hondred dollars. The 
unreasonable price angered the fox 
farmer, and he refused to pay it. 

The foxes are fed with salmon, 
moose meat, horse meat, rabbits, 
carrots and turnips A common 
feed is rice and rabbits cooked to¬ 
gether in a stew. One farm feeds 
sixteen rabbits and fifteen pounds 
of rice a day to forty-two foxes 
The stew is fed cold morning and 
evening. The foxes come ont of 
their kennels, seize the food, carry 
it inside with them, and afterwards 
return for more. 

The land, kennels and machinery 
of the farm near Fairbanks cost 
eighteen thousand dollars, and the 
breeding animals, thirty seven thon 
sand dollars. There are altogether 
about two hundred animals—foxes, 
martens and others—and only two 
men are needed to care for them 


A Little Hftetory of Flying 

Stephen and Joseph Montgolfier 
made* the first balloon, which rose 
1500 feet at Annonay, France, in 
Jnne, 1783. A balloon at Versailles 
carried the first aerial passenger, a 
sheep, a cock, and a duos—in Sep¬ 
tember, 1783. 

The fiist human passengers went 
np in a free balloon above the Seine 
at Paris in November, 1783. 

The first British balloon ascent 
was made at Edinburgh by Mr. J. 
Tyler* in August, 1784. 

The first use of a balloom in war 
was at the battle of Flenrns, »>e- 
i wseri France and Austria, in 1794. 

The first successful attempt to 
steer a balloon was made ii«Pariaby 
Ti«*audier with a screw propeller, 
1883 

T' e rigid airship was originated 
by David Schwartz and tested In 
Berlin in 1897. 

The first flight in a beavier-than 
air machine was made by Ader, a 
French engineer, at Staory, France, 
in 1897. 

Zeppelin tested his flrst airship 
with two 61 h. p. motors and a 
speed of 18 miles ari hour, in 1900 
The Brazilian, Santos Dumont, 
sailed round the Eiffel Tower in 
Paris in an airship with a 16 b. p. 
engine in 1901. 

Orville Wright fl^w for 59 seconds 
in a machine with a petrol engine at 
Dayton, Ohio, in 1909. 

The first areopiane passenger flew 
with Henri Farman, at Ghent, in 
1908. 

The Franeh aviator Bleriot flew 
across the English Channel io little 
more than a half an boar iu 1909. 

The first use of au aeroplane in 
war was by Italy io Tripoli, for 
bombing purposes, in 1920, 

The first flight across the Atlantic 
w*s made in an American seaplane, 
with one atop at the Azores, in May, 
1919. 

The flrst non-stop flight across 
the Atlaotic was made by two offi¬ 
cers iu a British aeroplane in 16 
boars, in Jane, 1919. 


Tb© Mew lilftr Dollar 

The uew silver dollar is being 
distributed. It is jnst as hard to 
get as the old ones and much harder 
to hold onto. It doesn’t accomplish 
as much as the old silver dollar did 
six or seven years ago, but is a 
pretty thing to have around the 
bonse. 

The design is very artistic, if 
yon are laboring for art instead of 
money, but the eagle seems strange. 
He has his wings clamped down 
tightly and he is a sorrowful, re¬ 
pentant, {disappointed, chagrined 
bird. He huddles on his pile of 
sticks, apparently mooning over the 
follies of a misspent life. He has 
no spnz, no pep, no kick. 

Critics say the eagle’s bill is too 
large and is ont of proportion, bat 
this criticism will uot be taken se¬ 
riously, for most bills are too large 
these days and we have beoome 
quite accustomed to them. 

The Goddess of Liberty on the 
obverse side of the coin ia a pretty 
yonng flapper with an interesting 
pout, whose back hair needs atteo 
tiou. The » ew Goddess is easy to 
look at and is quite ornamental, bnt 
she lacks the old Godde©*’ look of 
grim determination and fearless in 
itiative. The new Goddess is a 
clinging vine, a soit of breach of- 
promise type, an exotic hothouse 
creation. The old girl was an 
Amazon, who wonld not take any 
back talk from any body. 

Ujder tbe eagle is the motto, 
4i Peace.” The eagle himself ie as 
peaceful and as dijmal looking as a 
modern husband, but the word 
14 Peace” is out uf place ou a dollar. 
A dollar iu America knows no peace 
from the day it is minted until it 
goes back into the melting pot. It 
is chased to death and had no rest. 

The new design does not suit 
everybody, bnt that makes no diffe¬ 
rence. No man can keep a silver 
dollar long enough to examine its 
design closely, aiid most don’t know 
whether the eagle is a bird, a turkey 
or an English spanow.— Two Bits .
